SOUVENIRS OF SONG. 


The Monotony in Music Abrogated by 
Our Accomplished Amatears. 


é— — — 


Notes of Local Musical Events. 


The week has been distinguished by two live 
concerts coming suddeniy upon the dreary 
musical expanse much like the falling of man 
na in the wilderness, like rain upon the parch- 
ed earth,like the glow of morning upon the re- 
treating shades of night. It has again deen 
proven possible to bring some of our musical 
forces tothe front. Let the succeeding weeks 
be bright with song. 

MISS FRITCH’S BENEFIT CONCERT. 

In this community Miss Fritch is known as 
one of the most indetatigable of students. 
With fine natural gifts she bas neglected no 
epportunity of improvement. The resuit was 
seen in her concert last evening, 
in which she attempted the most dif- 
neult things and tairly gaised a triumph in 
them all. The severe discipline of tne past 
few months under the best teachers in Europe 
has done mucr to develop, to broader, to 
round into ev«nness and symmetry a veice 
which had by nature register, inelody and 
flexibility far beyond what is 
the endowment of most singers in these re 
spects. Miss Fritch’s European teachers 
found her voice advanced in culture by judi- 
cious home training, and ready fer the best re- 
sults ot their 
progress while abroad was so unusual 
excite the surprise and ad- 
miration of her instructers is a 
matter of history. Youth, physique, deter- 
mination, reintorced the qualities already 
enumerated, and seored a victory in the time 
usually allotted to the fair commencement ef a 
like undertaking. Miss Fritch, though not yet 
an artist, exhibits unquestioned artistic qual 
ities, some qualified, some ripe 
and satisfying. Enough there is 
to show that she hgs profited by the opporta- 
nities ofthe past and with her purposes of 


as to 


tnture. 

In nothing has Miss Fritch gained more than 
in pronunciation—formerly one of her chie? 
diffculties, now one of her most obvious ad 
vantages. That ia her English songs especially 
there isa perecivable tendency to a littie exuag- 
yeiation in this respect is true; but this will be 
modified asthe control of the consonants is 
more and more assured by timeand use. There 
are many Ofour singers who could protit by 
Miss Fritch's example of care in the use of the 
common words of our mother tongue. 

The concert introduced for the tirst time this 
season the Philharmonic ()uintette, Anton, 
er Boehmen, Meyer and Hammerstein, 
who played a single number with that accus- 
tomed style of masterly interpretation which, 
although our St. Louis people do not seem to 
know the fact, puts this among the Dest mu- 
sical organizations in this country. 
Mr. Geo. Heerich, a violinist whe, 
though not professional, sO amply 
realizes every expectation that he can hardly 
be called an amateur, played a concerto by 
Vieuxtemps and a sonate for violin by Bee 
thoven. 

Mr. Oscar Steins, long the favorite baritone 
of St. Leuis concert audiences, sang in his 
winsome way Schubert's tempestuous song, 
The Er) King, and a song by Brandeis, The 
Win.“ 

Mr. Alfred G. Robyn played all the piane ae- 
courpaniments with his usual skill and sym- 
pathy; and tothose who know what this means 
nothing of deserved praise for Mr. Robyn's 
playing can be added to this statement. 

The response of the publicto the entertain- 
ment efered by Miss Fritch last evening must 
have been highly gratifying to ail concerned. 
The audience was surprisingly large, notwith- 
standing the preoccupation of all St. Louis at 
this time in other than musical ways; and 
surprisingly warm and enthusiastic as well, 
about every number on the programme re- 
ceiving an encore. The floral offerings to the 
bereticiary were abundant and costly, and the 
whole occasion was worthy ot St. Louis. 

The arrangements forthe concert were con- 
fided to Mr. IL. S. Stene, who executed his 
grateiul task with tact and fidelity.

THE BLACK DEATH. 


A Story ofthe Year 1871—The Expla- 
tion of Mashka Soldatka. 


It was the summer of 1871, Dubrovo, dis- 
trict of Viazma, province Smolensk. We 
were enjoying our evening tea on the balcony, 
in company with Grribanoff (the schoo! mas- 
ter), when Tliusha (a young peasant about 
sixteen vears of age, andthe best pupil in 
our school) ran into the garden and up the 
steps ofthe balcony to where we were sit- 
ting. 

„Oh, Demitri Ivanovich!*’ he cried to the 
doctor, come quick; there is something the 
matter in the village!“ 

‘*What is it?’ we both 
aecident happened?”’ 

“Well, ves,’’ the boy answered; nobody 
knows what it is. The old Akulina was out 
on her field, reaping corn. As she did not 
return after sunset, her little ones at home 
became uneasy, aud ran to the neighbors,cry- 
ing and all in a flurry. My fatber and 1 had 
just came home with the cart, when tbe chil- 
to our isha (cottage). So we 
again and drove out to where 
Akulina’s field is. And there we found her, 
sure enough, lving on her baek motionless, 
breathing hard, and all livid in the face. We 
ifted her into the cart and brought 
her home, where she is now lying, still insen- 
sible. Now come, Doctor, there is no time to

The Doctor snatched up his cap, ran into 
the house to fetch a few medicine bottles, aud a 
moment after we were all three on our way to 

he village, shut half a mile distant from the 
house. 

„What do v think about it?“ Lasked my 
friend in an undertone. 

„Cholera!“ he answered. There can be 
no doubt about it. Our turn has come now.“ 
he added with a deep sigh. **Poor people!“ 

On reaching the house where the sick we- 
man lav, we noticed from outside that, ae- 
cording to the superstitious custom of the 
Russian peasantry. all the windows in tae 
cottage were closely shut. Fresh air is poi- 
son for the sick.’ avs the mouyjir. 

We entered the front room of the house. 
‘There on the floor lay the patient, breathing 
hard, and ashivershaking her body. Hereyes 
opened and closed repeatedly with an uncon- 
scious, convulsive movement: her face bore a 
livid hue, and on touching ber hand we found 
it cold as een, Tne atmosphere in the close, 
miserable room was stifling and mephitieal to 
the last degree. The children were all hud- 
dled together in a corner, crving bitterly, and 
evidently inthe greatest awe. An old wo- 
man, Tliusha’s grandmother, had 
panied us intothe house, buton seeing the 
prostrate body of poor Akulina, she screamed 
nioud: od have mereyv on us, itisthe Black 
Death!“ and ran out into the street. 

The tirst thing we did was to throw open all 
the windows and doors and order the children 
out of the house. The doctor poured some 
opium drops throughthe tirmly set teeth of 
the patient, and then ran out to fetch the nec- 
@ssarv materials for hot compresses, bidding 
me keep watch in the meanwhile. Inabouta 
quarter of an hour he returned in an awful! 
state of wrath and excitement. 

»The cowards!*" he exclaimed. »The 
neus of the Black Death having made its ap- 
pearance has spread like lightning through 
the whole village. Every one ran away from 
meand bolted his door against me, as if I 
were the plague itself, “ 

Akulina’s children shared the same fate 
With the Doctor. Nooneinthe village con- 
sented to shelter them. IT was obliged totake 
them to our house, where l entrusted them 
to the care of old Gavrilytch, the servant, 
Cob major domo-—in fact, the gencral tyrant 
of our household—an old pensioned 4 
who had looked death in the face in at least 
a score of battles, and on whom even the 
thought of the cholera was unable to pro- 
duce the slightest impression.

partinent, and requesting the immediate sup- 
ply of medicine, disinfectants, and the help 
of an extra physician. then ordered the 
C (buggy) to be got ready, gathered al! 
the supplies of carbolie and sulpburie acid 
we had in the house, and drove back to the 
Village. 

Lfound the Doctor busy with the patient. 
(in my asking what he thought of the case, he 
shook his head and said ina low tone: ‘*She 
will die in two or three hours. There is 
nothing for us to do here. Let us go to the 
Priest and the bailiff. She must be buried 
before dawn to-morrow, and all the village 
my be thoroughly cleansed and disinfect- 
ed. 

suit this was more easily said than done. A 
panic had evidently seized on the whole vil- 
age. The doctor and I seemed to have be- 
come objects of universal terror. The peas- 
ants we met in the street carefully avoided 
¢goming near us. The priest bimself showed 
at first very little inclination to let us into the 
house, and only when the Doctor assured him 
on his word of honor that cholera was not 
contagious did he gain courage enough to 
open the door for us. 

‘*Fxcuse me, centlemen,’’ he said, in a 
deprecating tone. »Von see, Jama father.

At o' clock, true to his word, the Doctor 
made his appearance. ‘The patient was lying 
in the same desperate condition. Her breath 
came at long intervals, her eyes were closed.

I went home and fell soundiv asleep. The 
day had searce,. dawned when Gavrilytch en- 
tered my room with a glass of steaming hot 
tea in his hand.

me. It rendered us entirely powerless. The 
«mali supply of disinfectamts we possessed 
bad already been speut. Medicines we had 
noue at all, and what was worse, neither we 
nor the village had the money to buy any. 

(on reaching the village we found the whole 
parish already assembled on the common be- 
fore the Danliff's cottage. The Doctor stood 
among the men, and spoke in a clear, quiet 
voice. In a few words he described the na- 
ture of the malady, dwelling especially on 
two points: that cholera, though epidemic, 
Was not actually contagious, and that, there 
fore, thefearof touching or tending the 
sick was entirely unreasonable, the more 
% as the feeling of dread of itself 
rendered the human body particularly sensi- 
tive. Before and above all, he recommended 
to them great prudence in the use of cold wa- 
ter and scrupulous cleanliness. “' 

„Now. men, ' he said in conciusion, **come 
some of you and lend usahand. Old Akulina 
is dead, and she mrust be buried immediate 
ly. The coffin is ready, and the Catinshka 
will read the funeral service. But we want 
three of you to carry the collin.’’ 

After a short debate three of the peasants 
were assigned to be bearers. after which the 
erowd quietly dispersed. The men seemed 
to have outslept yesterday’s panic. The first 
fright once overcome, that peculiar, some- 
what Oriental feature in the Russian national 
character—a quict, passive obedience to the 
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hand. 

The spectacle which presented itself to us 
on entering Akulina's cottage was chastly be- 
yond description. The rising sun poured 
torrents of light through the open windows; 
and its rays fell on the prostrate form of the 
dead women, who, according tothe Russian 
custom, had been aid out on the table. Her 
face Was almost entirely black, and still bore 
an expression of indescribable suffering and 
horror. By the side of the corpse sat a voung 
woman reading the pravers for the dead. She

| Selves. In about a quarter of an hour the 
cemetery was reached, the priest hurried 
| throtigh the funeral! services as fast as his 
| dreafl of the Black Death could carry him, and 
the coftin was lowered into the grave. While 
| the first lumps of earth were rattling dowu on 
‘the cover, one of the bystanders all of a sud- 
den began to moan, anda few moments later 
fell tothe ground, writhing in violent con- 
vulstons. Again was a panic about to seize 
the peasants, if the Doctor had not interposed 
and declared that this was not cholera, buta 
plain} nervous attack. Two of the board« 
which coveredthe grave were tied together. 
andthe patient was laid on them and carried 
back to the village. This return from the 
funeral with another victim, another. death 
candidate on our hands. produced on all of 
us an unutterably mournful impression. 
It seemed as if death itself accom- 
panied us back from the churchyard.

The Doc- 
tor had yet to visit one or two neighboring 
villages, and I returned home, and after tak- 
ing a few hours’ rest, started (about midday) 
in our telejka fer the district town to see for 
myself, what could be got of the Sanitary De- 
partment.

The town itself was badly stricken with 
cholera and half deserted by the inhapitants. 
The supplies of opium and cholera drops at the 
druggist’s were nearly exhausted, and a panic 
seemed to have seized everybody. In many

me stay here and explain to me what I have 
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impossibility of_getting any 
help from that quarter: After buying 
as great a supply of eholera drops. as 
I possibly could affored, I ciimbedu 
again into my telejka and drove home. 
There I found things getting worse. The 
house next tothe one in which old Akulina 
had died was now stricken by the epidemic. 
It belonged to a young couple who had been 
both out at work, and who had been sudden- 
ly taken ill. The busband had carried his 
wife bhonie, but was himself seized upon by 
the awful disease afew hours later. In the 
evening the Doctor returned, and weattempt- 
ed, with the — of several young peasants, 
to clean the yards of the village of part of the 
manure which had accumulated there during 
the year. We were, however, obliged to give 
up the task as impracticable, for not oniy did 
the heaps of dirt which we encountered defy 
all our exertions, but, by stirring them up, 
we only evoked the foul gases whivh yet lay 
slumbering in their depths. 

At i horrible!“ exelaimed the Doctor, in 
an agany of be! piess — 2 What can we 
do? We are but pigmies fighting the Giant of 
Misery, Ignorance and Starvation! Not the 
cholera is our realenemy; {tis the food, the 
home our peasant lives in, the air he breathes, 
the superstitions he cherishes. All we can 
do is to bury the dead! 

These were sad words, but they were strict- 
lytrue. Anepidemic spreading during the 
harvest season in Russia is almost sure to as- 
sume formidable proportions. Exhausted by 
hard work under the scorching rays of the 
midsummer sun, the peasant and his wife 
know of vo other refreshments than cold 
water, cabbage soup for dinner and Avass (a 
sour fermented fruit juice) with rye bread 
forsupper. Never doesa morsel of meat pass 
their lips; coffee is utterly unknown, and 
even tea, which is generally considered a na- 
tional beverage of the Russians, is rarcly seen 
on a peasant’s supper-table. Thus every epi- 
demie encounters in the Russian peasant a 
physical system fatally predisposed for every 
disease and devoia of energy to resist it. 

The two weeks which followed the first ap- 
pearance of the cholera at Dubrovo I shall 
never forget in all my life. The angel of 
death seemed to hover above the doomed vil- 
lage, touching every day another cottage with 
his mortal breath. One by one the houses 
were closed up, as their inmates were strick- 
en down by the (disease. These whom the 
malady spared we transferred to a spacious 
barn near our. house, where a temporary camp 
was organized. 

Strange to say, the more the disease gained 
ground the less the * seemed eto fear 
it. That strange, half Orieutal, fatalistic 
feeling which les at the bottom of every Rus- 
sian’s soul prevailed. Every trace of a panic 
disappeared. The well went to their work as 
usual, and helped.us willingly in tending the 
sick. The patients died with that quiet forti- 
tude, that apathetic resignation, whichis a 
characteristic feature of the Siavonie races. 

About a week after the ürst appearance of 
the epidemic, I met in the street of the village 
“Stepan Ryji’” (Stephen the Red One), one of 
the most intelhgent. sober and orderly peas- 
ants in the village. Seeing him stagger in his 
walk, { went up to him, and the sight of his 
deadly pale face and distorted features at once 
told me what was the matter. 

Death bas come for me, Serge} Egoro- 
viteh,“ he uttered with dimeulty. God help 
me and forgive me my sins!’’

I lighted a small blind lantern, which I put 
into my pocket in case of any emergency; and 
went out of the house, followed by Gavrilytch, 
who, though grumbling, would not have 
stayed bebind for any price. I had often 
heard of the practice of ‘‘ploughing out the 
cholera.““ but bad never really believed in 
its actual existence. I had heard about a 
superstition prevailing among the peasauts 
that, by dragging a plough around the vil- 
lage in the dead of night, a sort of magic cir- 
cle was formed which was supposed to be 
proof against the ravages of the epidemic, and 
that every living being—beast or man—show- 
ing it or himself during the ceremony was to 
be considered as the pergonification of cholera 
and slain on thespot.

—tire tongs, kitchen pans, dung forks, and 
such like. By far the most striking feature of 
the procession was, however, the group which 
headed it. A young girl, with her hair falling 
over her shoulders, completely naked and 
bowed down under the weight of a horse’s 
harness, was dragging a small plow, aided 
by four old women, who with terrific yells 

ulled at the woodwork of the plow with one 
randand brandished birch rods with the oth- 
er. The young girl broke down under her 
load nearly every moment, and screamed: 
‘*Strike me, mothers, strike me harder! That 
is good! . That gives me strength!“ And the 
old witches struck with all their might. 

The procession moved on very slowly. 
When it bad at last come up to our hiding 
place, and I was able to distinguish the 
faces of the women, nearly every one of whom 
1 knew personaliv, a strong temptation came 
upon me to rush out, and by my sudden ap- 
pearance put an end to this horrible mum- 
mery. Gavrilyteh must have guessed at my 
thought, for he seized me by both arms from 
behind and held me fast, whispering in m; 
ear: 

**For God's sake, keep still! 
vou t» pieces!“ 

Among the inarticulate vells and incompre- 
hensible incantations the only words I was 
able to catch at were: 

„„Black Death, appear! 
self! Evil spirit, takes shape 

These words were repeated again andagain, 
like the refrain of a ehant. Slowly the pro- 
cession passed and disappeared from our sight, 
the women shouting and yelling, whirling 
around, jumping’highintothe air and fall- 
ing back with their full weight on the stony 
ground. 

When the clare of the last torch had disap- 
peared inthe forest, we quitted our hiding 
place, Gavrilvtch muttering maledictions.and 
I too horror-stricken to be able to utter a 
word. We had walked scarcely a few paces 
on our way homeward.when a yell arose from 
the forest as if all the fiends of hell had been 
let loose. Then came an isolated scream—so 
heartrending. so fullof anguish and horror, 
that it made my blood run cold. Then all 
was still. 

„Great heavens; I exclaimed. ‘They 
have caught somebody. Come, GayrilytchR’ 

l rushed forward at full speed into the for- 
est. The miserable. state ofthe road, how- 
ever, theimpenetrable darkness which seemed 
toswailow me up, the boughs and thorns 
which Mshed andtore my face—all this ar- 
rested my progress. and at least u quarter of 
an hour had passed befere I succeeded in 
reaching the spot whence I supposed the 
scream to have proceeded. 

All there was still and solitary and dark as 
death. Even Gavrilytch had disappeared, 
being unable to followme inmy headlong 
run.

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A History of Missouri for Three 
; Hundred Years. 


Switzler’s Volume About the State, Beginning 
with De Soto and Ending with Eads. 


Switzler’s History of Missouri from 1511 to 
1877 is a book which has been written, print- 
ed, bound and published by Missourians for 
Missourians. The material has been Collected 
from many forgotten sources, and has been ar- 
ranged with consummate skill. It has been the 
intention to present not alone the chronicle o 
the State's growth to wealth and power from 
the first few feeble settlements along the 
banks of the Mississippi, but further to 
give a complete conspectus of all that makes 
Missouri what it is. For this purpose the prov- 
ince of the work has been divided among four 
gentlemen, each ot whom is peculiarly fitted 
for the task which he has taken. A. J.Conant, 
A. M., has contributed a monograph on arch: 
mology, which has been heretotore reviewed 
in these columns—a work which has gained 
him much attention among scientists at the 
East. Then tollows the history, covering over 
three nuncred pages, and written 
by Col. W F. Suit ler,. editor 
of the Columbia Statesman, and a prominent 
actor among the later scenes which he depicts. 
Few men could be found within this common. 
wealth who are so well, and none who 

better fitted totellithe story than the gen 

eman who has done so. In order after the 
history follow two monographs, the first, on 
the physical geography of the State by Prof. 
G. C. Swallow, LL. D., andthe second, by I. 
A, Campbell, C. E., onthe material wealth of 
Missouri? All of thé material of the 
present volume has formed part 
of a more pretentious volume, The Common 
wealth of Miseouri,’ this being an cfiort to pop- 
uiarize the more costly work, an effort in which 
the publisher, Mr. Chancy R. Barnes, has been 
eminently successful, and allthe minutiz ol 
type, paper and binding have been thoroughly 
and tastefully done in just the right way. 

Switzler’s History is, of course, the main fea- 
ture of the book, and it deserves to rank far 
above anything of the kind which has previ 
ously appeared. 

The time has perhaps not yet come when a 
pertectly impartial history ot the 
civil war can be written, and that 
Col. Ewitzler „as yet some 
bias lurkingin his mind a comparison of the 
stories of the Palmyra butchery and the Cen- 
tralia massacre is ample evidence. This bias 
doesnot atfect Switzier’s accuracy as a histo- 
rian, andthe complete justice done in other 
cases atones for an occasional apparent preju- 
aice, 

Beginning at the fountain head of the narra- 
tive, the author details the searcn ot Ponce de 
Leon for the tountain of vonthein Florida and 
the early der Ilernando ce 
Soto up to the time of hislanding withthe ga; 
company of Spanish advepturers who were xo 
ing to find so many Elidorados in the New 
World 

His route wasthrough the country 
mwece hostile by the violence of the spanish in 

vader Norvaez. et on and onthe und 
intrepid be Soto wandered through tangied 
forests and over deep morasses, finding neither 
gold nor prectaus nor cities 
treasures and merchandise, until April 24, 
1541,he reachcd the banks of the great river of 
the West, the Mississippi, and thus achieved 
Imimortaiityv. 

The point at which le soto 
first FAW the Mississippi was not 
far from the thirty-filth parallel of latitade, at 
the Lower Chickasaw Bluffs, afew miles beiow 
Mem) 18. 

His arrival awakened much 
fear among the Ducotah tribe’ of Indians, 
inbaldted the western bank. Theretore a 
great multitude of them, armed with bons and 
a@rrows, and richly painted, and gaily decorat 
ea with tall pluines and white feathers, their 
ebief« sitting under awnings as magnificent as 
the natives could weave, came rowing down 
the river in a fleet of two hundred canoes, 
bringing tothe delighted Spaniardit gifts of fish 
and loaves of bread made froin the persim 
mon. ; 

Desirous to cross the wide and rapid stream 
De Soto was compelled to construct eight boats 
for the purpose. This delayed him over a 
month. After the boats were completed the 
expedition crossed without difficulty or oppo- 
sition and pursued its way north along the 
west bank of the river iuto the region now 
known as New Madrid, in ourown State. At 
this point, therefore, dnd at this time, thelirst 
European set foot onthe soil of the territory 
now known as Missouri. 

Having seen how European teet first 
Missouri soil, a slight glance the 
Which the logic of: history was working out the 
destiny of America will not be out of place 

Spain, France and England were the three 
great colonizing powers, which, with great 
activity and various success, projected expedi- 
tions of discovery and setilementin thus divi- 
sion of the continent, and asurpreing coinci 
dence is true of them, namely Phe Spaniarads 
phanted their first colony east of the Missis- 
sippi, on the barren sands of Florida, 
the French their first on the icy and inhospita 
bie region of Quebec, and the English at 
Jamestown, in Virginia, a state in no way re 
markabie for its tertility, and at Plymouth, in 
Massachusetts, a stern and rock-bound 
const. 
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The French were penetrating the Indian 
tribes who inmabmted the northern intenmor ol 
the continent, naviguting in bark Canoes the 
mighty rivers and ceasting the shores of the 
mighty lakes. They displayed remarkiubie en 
terprise and address and, although beset on 
ali sides by great and singular perils, accom 
plished extensive explorations. 

We pass by the snecessive events of Las nes 
remarkable journey, andot the growth and ex- 
plosion of the Mississippi bubble and John 
Low's financial schemes, torecord the first set 
tlement of the State. 

While all historians agree, we believe, as to 
the piace of the first permanent settlements in 
the territorv now known as the State ot Mis- 
scouri, to-wit: that they were made at Ste. 
Genevieve and New Bourbon, there is an ein- 
barrassing conflict ot authority “us 
to the date ot them.

The author goer on to. quote 
written by ustavus St. Gem 

‘*L find in looking overthe old papers of my 
grandtiather, in possession of my sister, Mrs, 
Menard, and caretully preserved vy her as pre 
cious family relics, that ny grext grandfather 
purchased otf Mr. Gabouri a house with lot ot 
two arpents of land in the ‘Post of Ste. 
Genevieve of the Illinois, onthe 29th of Decem- 
ber, 1754,thus showing that the town had been 
settied several, nay, many years betore the 
date of his purchase. There are,in my opinion, 
no correct data, written or of record, fixing 
the exact time when the place was settied ; bup 
we have it here by tradition that the first white 
inhabitants came over from hakokia about the 
year 1735. 

The author proceeds: 

Whether the first settlement at St. Gene 
vieve be fixed at the traditional period of 1735 
orata later date, it is unquestionably true 
that it was mace in the interest of gold and 
Mer mining, and long before the purchase 
of Louisiana. Asearly as 1720 Renault, the 
von of a celebrated iron founder 
ot France, establisbed himeelt at 
Fort Chartres, about ten or fifteen miles above 
Ste. Genevieve, on the opposite bank of the 
Mississippi. He left France in 1719, with two 
hundred artificers and miners, provided with 
toois and whatever eise was necessary to ne 
complish his object. In bis passage be touched 
atthe Island of San Domingo and bougni five 
hundred Saves for working the mines; and, 
enitering the Mississippi, pursued bis vovage 
up that rive? to New Orleans, which he reached 
some time in 1729, and soon «afterwards pro- 
ceeded on his wavto Fort Chartres. Ile ex. 
piored Ste, Genevieve county, a fact which is 
provey by the fact that many of Renault's old 
mmo overgrown with trees and covered with 
Moers, e been discevered, 

The main event in the *history of Missouri is 
the toundation of this city of St. Louis, and 
the narrative is well told, as follows 

During the year 1763 Laclede oDtained trom 
W. D’'Abbadie. then Director-General, as well 
as ciyil and military commander ot the prov 
ince of Louisiana,a monopoly of the‘‘fur tende 
with the Indians of Missouri and those ‘west ot 
the Mississippi above the Missouri as tar north 
asthe river St. Peters.’’ This company was 
organized as the firm otf Laclede, Maxent & 
(o., but was popular known as the 
Louisana Fur Company. Its lea ing object 
was the prosecution of traffic in furs, then 
believed to promise very large rewards. With 
n view of n the desigus of the com- 
pany, an expecition under the leadership of 
Laciede was organized inNew Orleans, for the 
purpose ofestablishing a permanent trading 
Post at some point north of the then existing 
setticments. This expedition, accompanied by 
alittie band of trappers, mechanics and hun- 
ters, lett New Orléans in rade and elumey 
boats on thethirdday ef August, 1763, and 

roctede on their weary way up the river. 
Tiree months afterwards, on November 
3rd, they reached St. Genevieve, then a 

lace of considerable importance, where they 

ped to find temporary aceommodations for 

themselves and houses in which to store their 
goods. 2 

The author then quotes from an address made 
by Wilson Primm in 1847: | 

»In the beginning of — 1764, 
cle de left the Port de Chartres, taking with him 
the men whom he had brought from New Or- 
Jeans, a few from Ste. Genevieve and some 
nom the fort andits heighboriood. On his 
route passing through the town of Cohokia, 
then called ‘Notre Dame des Kahokias,’ he 
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engaged several families to go with him to his 
proposed establishment. 

On the 15th of February, 1704 Laclede and 
bis parry landed atthe spot now occupied by 
our city, and proceeded to cat down trees and 
draw the lines ofatown, named St. Louis in 
nonor of Louis XV. of France, a town which 
subsequently became the capital of Upper 
Louisiana, and whichis now the commercial 
capital of Missourt.

In the year 1765 the Fort de Chartres was 
abandoned by the French troops, ostensibly 
because of the unhealthiuess of its position, 
but really because of its surrender to Capt. 
Stirling, under the provisions of the Treaty of 
Paris. Mr. St. Ange de Belle Rive, the French 
cOmmander of that fort, upon the surrender, 
removed with his officers and troops to St. 
Louis, on the 17th of July, 1765, and from 
that time henceforward the new establishment 
wes considered as the capital of Upper Louisi- 
ana.’ 

Carondelet, Florissant and St. Charles were 
founded soon atterwards, and events flowed 
on in the infant State unruflled by the storms 
without until, in 1769, the great Pontiac, who 
bad taken so prominent a part in the defeat of 
Braddock, was welcomed to St. Louis by De 
Belle Rive, and entertained at the house of 
Madame Chouteau. Pentiac had taken to 
drink, and all the efforts made by his St. Louis 
him were ofnoayail.

Passingthe long details of the cession, re- 
cession and purchase of Louisiana territory, 
we come to the following instructive statistics: 

The settled portions of Missouri, tor the pur 
poses of local government, were divided in 
1804 into four districts as follows: ' 

1. The district of Cape Girardeau, including 
all the territory, Letween Tywappity Bottom 
und Apple Creek. In,1504 its population was 
1,470 whites and a few slayes. 

2. The district of Ste. Genevieve, including 
all the territory from Apple Creek to the Mera- 
mec River. Population, 2,350 whites and 520 
slaves. 

J. The district of St. Louis, including all 
the territory ketween the Meramec and Mis- 
souri River. Population, 2,280 whitesand 500 
slaves. This district contained the villages of 
t. Louis, Carondelet and St. Ferdinand (now 
blorissant), with several settlements extending 
into the present territory of Franklin county. 
St. Louis contained about 180 houses and a 
population of 1,080. Carondelet, De - 
tween forty and fifty houses, and 
a small population consisting chiefly 
of Canadian French. St. Ferdinand, 60 
houses, The largest and most populous set- 
tlement in the St. Louis district was near the 
Missouri River, inthe northwestern portion of 
the present county of St.Louis, and was known 
as St. Andrews. 

4. The district of St. Charles, including alt 
the inhabited territory between the Missouri 
ant! Mississippi rivers, population 1,400 
whites ana 150 slaves. It contained two vil- 
lawes—St. Charles and Portage des Sioux—the 
inhabitants of whieh were French Creoles and 
Canadians. Femme Osage was an large 
settlement of Anglo-American families. 

The total population of Louisiana at the peri 
od of the cession in 1803-4 was 10,120, of 
which 3,760 were French, inoluding a few 
Spanisn families, 5,000 Anglo-Americans and 
1,270 blucks, who, with very few exceptions, 
were Siuves, 

As the years rolled by and Lewis and Clark’s 
expedition became atbing ot the past, the set- 
tiements along the streams became more nu 
more populovs, Lieut.

Everybody knows that St. Louis was cafied 
Pain Court, short of bread, Carondelet 
was lide Poche, orempty pocket, and Cahokia 
was Called by an even more opprobrious name 
Mute But with regard to other names which 
were not nicknames bear our author: 

Portage a led after St. 
n: is an old French village on the Missis- 
sippl end on the Missouri side, a short distance 
Leiow the mouth .of the Illinois. Capt. Pike's 
eapeditionto the sources ofthe Mississippi, 
on which he sailed trom St. Louis in a keel 
boat, on Friday, August 9, 1808, stopped on 
the Sabbath atterwards and apentthe day op 
porite this place where the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers are less than a mile apart. The 
Villuge of Portage des sioux derived its name 
from tte tollowing circumstance: The Siouxand 
Missouris, two hostile tribes of Indians, were 
seeking to destroy each other. The sioux de 
scended the Mississippi in their canoes 
ona pillaging expedition sgainst the Missouris, 
who, apprised of their object, laid in ambush— 
became *‘bushwackers’’—atthe mouth of the 
Missouri River, intending to take their enemies 
by surprise and capture their entire nuval 
squadron. 
in war, instead of descending totne mouth of 
the Missoun, ‘‘rounded to and disembarked 
ut the Portage, took their canoes on their 
backs, crossed the narrow penin.- 
0 the Missouri River at a point 
some distance above the ambuscade of their 
enemies, accomplished their object and re- 
turned undiscovered with their spoils—ileaving 
the Missouris long and anxiously waiting for 
them at the mouth ol the stream.

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Ln, Osage (Osage woman), a creek which 
rises on the border of Warren county and runs 
nearly eastthrougn st. Charles into the Mis 
souri River, took its name from the fact thas 
the body olf an Osage squaw, snpposed 
to bave been drowned vas found in the creck 
ov a French pioneer. 

Perruque Creek derives its name from anac 
cident whien happened to one otthe eariy 
hrench adventurers whose wig became en 
tangied in the branches of u tree in crossing 
the creek.

able. res incident gets its proper share ot 
and the author passes on to 
another before the attention of interest 
is reluxned. His account of the earthquake 
which shook the town ot New Madrid in 1811 is 
probably the best-account of that catastrophe 
which has yet found its way into print. 

The first shock of the earthquake at New 
Madrid felt on the morning of De- 
cembe: 10, 1811, about 2 o'clock, 
but was repeated ut intervals, with 
decreasing violence, for several weeks. 
The center of its violence was near tae settle- 
inentot Little Prairie, twenty-five or thirty 
miles belowNew Madrid. During the night of De- 
cember loa flotilla of fatboats laden with pro 
visions for the Southern trade was at anchor 
some miles below thetown, and the boatmeu 
cescribe the phenomenon as one of terrific 
grandeur. 

Although there have been many exaggera 
tions ot the character and extent of this catas- 
trophe, itis admitted by all that the uncdala- 
tions of the earth upheaved the waters 
of the great river and much of the country ad- 
jacent, filling every living creature with inde- 
scribable horror. The ducks, geese, swans 
and other aquatic fowls, that were quietly rest 
ing in the eddies of the Mississippi, gave evi 
dence of the wildest tumult in screams of 
aiarm. A loud, rosrivugsoand, which has been 
likened to subterranean thunder, was accom 
panied by a hissing as of escaping steam from 
a pipe, and attended by a violent agitation of 
the adjacent shores. 

Sand bars and the points of islands were 
swallowed in the bosom ofthe deep, while the 
tull cotton woods, crashing awainst each other 
und tossing their giant branches to and tro, 
Cisappeared inthe voracious abyes. 

The earth on shore in man places opened in 
wide fissures,and, quickly closing again,threw 
jets of water discolored by mud, charcoal and 
sand to a considerable heigut. Tracesot these 
fissures and ofthe heapsof sand with which 
they covered the country are plainly visibie to 
this cay. 

This 
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appalling catastrophe invaded the 
country inland on both: sides of the Missis- 
sippi. Hon. Lewis F. Lynn in his letter Feb- 
ruary 1, 1536, to the Chairman of the Senate 
(Committee on Commerce, says that after the 
subsidence of the principal commotion, hills 
had disappeared and lakes were found in their 
stead, and numerous lakes became elevated 
ground, over the surtaceof which vast heaps 
ot sand were scattered, while in many places 
the earth for miles Was sunk beneath the level 
otthe surrounding country. One ot the lakes 
formed on this occasion is sixty 
or vente miles in length aud 
from threeto twénty in breadth. In sailing 
cver its surface inthe light canoe, the voyager 
isstruck with astonishment at beholding the 
giant trees of the forest standing partially ex. 
— umid a waste of waters, branchiess and 
cafiess. But the wonder is still further in 
creased on casting the eve on the dark bine 
profound, to observe cane-brakes covering its 
bottoms, 

In August 2, 1817, the General Pike, Jacob 
Reid, captain, landed at St. Louis, the firet of 
that mighty caravan ot boats that have stnce 
then made the whart of this city their Mecca. 
These were the piping times of peace for Mis 
souriu) to the troubled years when the ques- 
tion of the admission of this State into the 
Union touched the key note of sectional dis 
cords and arrayed North and South against 
eneh other. 

Missouri bas been called the chila of compro- 
mise, and the story of that compromise is well 
told inthe volume before us. The debates in 
Congress, the violent excitement and parti. 
fanehip throughoutthe country, are all exam 
ined calmly aud judicially in the bearing upon 
the current of the story; and the whole sum 
med up as follows: 

All who would correctly understand the his 
tory of Missouri's admission into the 
nien should speetally note the fact that 
the great event was the joint achievement of 
two ‘‘compromises,’’ neither of which was 
reparately eble to accomplish it, namely: 
Firet, the Thomas provise of March 6th, 182 
—better known as the Missouri Compromise. 
—which, while it admitted Missouri as a slave 
State, at the same time forever inhibited 
tluvery in an the territory north of 36 decrees 
30 minutes north latitude, and second, the 
Clay Compromise, ot March 2d, 1821, whereby 
the unexpected and continued opposition 
to her admission with the Constitution 
she presented was conciliated, and the admi:- 
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sion of the State completely effected (August 
10th, 1821) on the ‘‘fundamental condition’’ 
that said State, by a solemn public act, should 
declare that no law will ever adoptod by her 
General Assembly, by which any citizen of eith- 
er of the States of the Union should be ex- 
cluded from any of the privileges to which such 
citizen is entitied under the Constitution of the 
United States; in other words, that Missouri 
expunge from her Constitution of June 19, 
1820, the clause making it the duty of the 
Legislature to pass such laws as may be neces- 
sary to prevent free persons of color from emi- 
grating to and settling in the State. 

W hile it is true, therefore, that Mr. Clay per- 
formed great and signal services in the adjust- 
ment ot the Missouri question, and is the au- 
thor ot the compromise which finally admitted 
tbe State into the Federal Union, itis not true, 
as many have supposed, that he was the 
anthor ot the territorial line of 36 degs. 30 m. 
incorporated in the act ot March 6, 1820. nor 
was Missouri adanitted under that act. On the 
eontrary. as has been plainly shown, sne was 
not admitted until August 10, 1821, by procla- 
mation ot President omens and upon the 
„Fundamental Condition“ of the Clay Com- 
promise, reported by the G rand Committee of 
Thirty, which was the keystone of the sym- 
metrical arch. 

The limits ot this article make it imperative 
that we shall pass over the very excellent ac- 
count of the events between 1821 and 1861, a 
period of forty years of unparalleled prosperi- 
ty, not without its exciting events in Missouri, 
for the Mexican war was something which 
called out all the heroism of Missouri’s sons, 
and had it not been that all its achieve- 
ments huve paled before the grand 
struggle that culminated in 1865, we would 
still look back proudly upon Buena Vista, l’alo 
Alto and the other stricken fields, where the 
Mexican power shriveled at the touch of the 
Republic. 

The Mormon expedition was another 
dent in these years, but, takenaliin all, they 
sleepy times—the good old 
times—when geutlemanly feeling and 
the social life were to found everywhere, 
ana the old settlers were courtly, wealthy and 
plentiful. 

The events of 1861, however, shocked the 
sleepy epoch into full wakefulness and life, no 
better evidence of which can be given than the 
proceedings of the usually placid Legislature 
in May, 61. 

The session of the Legislature, 
brief, and from its eomimencement 
clusion seriously embarrassed by extraor din 
ary excitement and apprebensions tor the 
personal safety ot its members. was not un- 
fruittul ot very important proceedings. Inthe 
midst of feartul wranglings, wide-spread 
terror on account of the capture of 
Cuuip Jackson, and 1 turbulence 
Illy ntted for deliberation or harmony, the 
Legislature passed an act suspendiug 
the apportionmentof the State school money 
for 1801; one to authorize counties to loan 
money, not exceeding $30,000 each, tothe 
State; to authorize the banks of Missouri to 
issue one, tuo and three dollar notes to the 
amount of one million five hundred thousand 
dollars in lieu of the same amount of larger 
notes; to autborizethe Governor to purchase 
or loan David Bullentine’s foundry at Boon 
Ville for the manufacture of arms 
and wunitions Ot war; to’ authorize 
the Governor to appoint one mor-general, 
who, intime of insurrection, invasion or war, 
should command the entire military force in 
the eld; to authorize the Governor, when 
ever in his opinion the security and weltare of 
the State may re juire it, to take possession ol 
the railroad and telegraph lines wirthia the 
State; to place 220,000 at the disposal of the 
Governor to maintain the peace and safety ot 
the having

preamble reciting that information had been 
received thatthe city of St. Louis had been 
invaded by the citizens of other States, and a 
portion ot the people of said city were in re 
Lellion against the laws of the state, theretore 
enacting that the Governor be 
take such measures as in his judgment 
ccelu neceseii \ ql prope.

such re bellion.’’ Certainly 
short, Dut sweeping delegation 
Aisounact of more than two lLundred sections, 
supplemented by about fifty articles of war’ 
to provide tor the organization, government 
ond support ot the military torces called in the 
nette Missouri State Guard) ot the State 
Iso an act authorizing the Governor to bor 
row one million of dollars te arm and equip the 
militin Of the State to repel invasion and 
protect the lives and property 
ot the people. The act also 
created am military fund to consist ot all the 
money then in the treasury, or that might 
thereatter be received from the one-tenth of 1 
percenton the hundred dollars levied by the 
net of November 19, 1857, to complete certain 
railroads; also the proceeds of a tax of filteen 
centgon the hundred dollars of the assessed 
value ofthe taxabie property ol the several 
countiesin the State. and the proceeds of the 
two tmilltax heretofore appropriated for edu- 
cational purposes. All these various funds were 
diverted from their original uses and made to 
contribute tothe Military Fund.’’ 

The ‘‘Miseouri “tate Guurd’’ bill was before 
the Legislature, and encountering serious e- 
sistance, atthe time the news was receied of 
the attack on Camp Jacgson by Capt. Lyon and 
of its surrender to hiscommand. The intelli 
genee so excited that body—if, indeed, ex 
citement be not too tame a word to typify the 
panic and eonvulsion that ensued—tnat, in less 
than tifteen minutes, the act bad passed and 
wae in the hands of the Goverror tor 
his approval. This commotion had scarcely 
been allayed before ancw and greater cause 
otexcitement arose. About II o'clock onthe 
night otf May 10 (the night succeeding the ca)- 
ture of Camp Jackson), the whole city of Jef 
ferson was aroused by the ringing of bells and 
shouts of men summoning the Legislature to 
the Capitol. They hurriedly assembied there, 
went into secret session to consider the de 
mands and perils of the crisis, and thus con 
tinued until past 3 o'clock in the morning. 

Ihe immediate cause of the panic and of the 
extraordinary session of the Legislature alter 
midnight was the reception late that night ot a 
telegram. asserted atterwards to be Logus, 
stating that 2.000 Federaltroops would leave 
St. Louis that night for Jefferson City, to cap 
ture the Governor, State officers and members 
ofthe Legislature. To prevent the anticipated 
roid upon the State Capitol, the 
ahead bridve across the (sage 
Kiver, some fort) miles distant, was burned 
by order of Gov. Jackson, as is supposed. The 
next day 12,000 kegs of powder were sent off 
in Weyonsto sate places in the neighboring 
country and secreted, and the money inthe 
“tate Llreasury was moved out of town to pre 
vent its capture. 

Ihis same powder spoken of above was the 
of many a good tellow in Morgan, 
Miller, Moniteau and Cole counties losing 
lite the wild times that followed, 
for it was a short shrilt and a long rope forthe 
unlucky man in whose possession any ofthe 
Villainous saltpetre was found for the next 
three years, 

The action of the Legislature detailed above 
showed thatthe crisis was uponthe State; a 
short time afterwards, upon the recommenda- 
tion of His Exeellency Ciaiborne Jackson, the 
following proceedings of vital importance 
were had 

The message being read, on leave, Mr. Good 
lett introduced a biil entitled, Au act to dis 
solve the political connection between the 
state of Missouri with the Wnited States of 
Awerica,’’ which was read a first time, rule 
suspended, read u second and third time and 
passed, allthe Senators voting inthe aflirma- 
tive except Mr. Hardin, the Senator from Cal- 
laway. Adjourned until 2 o'clock p.m. Oa 
reassembling at 2 o'clock, Mr. Peyton moved 
that the House be requested to return the 
ubove bill. Passed; ver soon after which 
the bill was returned by the House, by the 
hands of Mr. Murray, chiefclerk, who at the 
same tinereported the passage by the House 
of ‘*un uct declaring the ties neretofore exist- 
ing between the State of Missouri and the 
United States of America Gissolved;’’ which 
was atonce taken up, amended, adopted and 
reported to the House for its concurrence. 
The louse at once concurred; and therefore, 
as far as this body could effect it, the ligament 
which bound Missouri tothe ‘Federal Union 
was severed, and the State floated outinto the 
turbulent sea of the Confederate States Gov- 
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The above is transcribed fromthe records of 
the Missouri Senate, captured in Alabama by 
the Forty-ninth Missouri Volunteers, 

The capture of Camp Jackson is detailed 
aiter the close of the record of the proceedings 
otthe State Government, although chronol- 
ogically anterior to most of these acts. The 
accountis taken verbatim from the Missouri 
Republican, of May 11, 1861, and is very full, 
both of the capture itself and the subsequent 
excitement in the city. 


The Boonville fight, the first serious en- 


, gsgement in the West, is told in Switzler’sown 


words: 


Reschiug the foot of the aseent on which Col. 
Maimaduke and Gov. Jackson had formed 
thelr line of battle, Captain Totten had opened 
the engagement by throwing a few nine 
pounder explosives into their ranks, while the 
infantry filed oblique right and left and com- 
menced a terrific volley of musketry, which 
was for ashort time well replied to, the balls Hy- 
ing thick and tast and occasionally woundinga 
Soldier ot Lyon's command. Col. Marmaduke 
was posted in a lane running towards the 
river fromthe road along which the army ol 
the Ugited States was advancing, and in a- 
brick house (Elliott's) on the nortneast corner 
of the junction of the tworoads. A couple ot 
bombs were thrownthrough the east wall of 
the house, scattering the State troop$ in ali di- 
rections. The well directed fire of ine German 
infantry, Lieutenant-Colonel Schaeffer on the 
right,and General 1 * company of regulars 
und part of Colonel Blair's regiment on the left 
of the road, soon compelled Col. Marmaduke’s 
command to fall back into a field of wheat, 
where they again formed in line just on the 
brow of the bill. They then advanced some 
twenty steps to meet the United States troops, 
and for a short time the cannon were plied with 
great rapidity and effect. Just at this juncture 
the State forces opened a galiing fire from a 


grove on the left of Lyon’s center and troma | 


shed beyond and still further to the lett. 

The skirmish now assumed the magnitude of 
abattie. The commander, Gen. Lyon, exnib- 
ited the most remarkabie coolness, and pre- 
served tbroughout that undisturbed presence 
of mind shown by him alike in camp,in private 
life and on the field. ‘‘ Forward on the extreme 
mght,’’ ‘‘Givethem another shot, Capt. Tot- 
ten,’’ echeed above the roar of the musketry 
clear and distinct, from the lips of the Genera 
who led the advancing column. Lyon’s 
force was 2,000 in all, but not over 500 par- 
ticipated at any one time in the battle. The 
State troops numbered, perhaps, 1,500, not 
all ot whom, however, were engaged in the 
conflict.

ANECDOTES OF DOCTORS. 
[From last Harper's Weekly. } 

Amongst the most honored of all the pro- 
fessions is that of medicine. It is often also a 
very lucrative one,especially if a medical man 

rains aname inthe beau monde, and, still 

better, is [called upon to attend. roy- 
alty. It is said tbat William III. dur- 
ing the first eleven vears of his reign 
paid the celebrated Dr. Radcliffe on an av- 
erage not less than six hundred {guineas per 
annum. 

At a more recent date,royalty has not shown 
itself ungrateful for medical services. Mr. 
Wadd statesfin his Memorabilia that the physi- 
cians who attended Queen Caroline had each 
tive hundred guineas, and the surgeons three 
hundred; and that Dr. Willis was rewarded 
for his successful attendance on King George 
Ill. by fifteen hundred per annum 
for twenty years, and six hun- 
dred and fifty per annum to his son for life. 
The other physicians had, however, only thir- 
ty guineas each visit to Windsor, and ten 
guineas each visit to Kew. A _ physician’s 
ordinary fee atthe close of the sixteenth and 
the beginning of the seventeenth centuries 


was ten shillings; but if it happened that his 
patient was a man of condition, the doctor 
expected gold; and still later several pieces of 
coin from rich patients. A good story is told 
of Sir Richard Jebb. who was ouce paid 
three guineas by a nobleman from whom he 
had arightto expect five. The doctor drop- 
ped the coins on the carpet, When a servant 
picked them up and restored them. But Sir 
Richard, instead of walking off, continued 
his search on the carpet. 

Are all the guineas found!?“ asked his 
lordship, looking round. 

‘* There must be.two still on the floor, “ was 
Sir Richard’s answer, „for I have only 
three. ; 

The hint, of course, was taken, and the 
right sum made up. 

Andther physician, who had been secus- 
tomed to receive a three-guinea fee from an 
old ladv patient, received one day only two. 
and had recourse to one part of Sir Richard's 
artifice, and assuming that the third guinea 
had been dropped through his carelessness, 
looked about on the floor for it. The result, 
however, was rather disappointing.

low much of hope deferred“ is exper- 
ienced by many doctors inthe beginning of 
their career, before the guineas become plen- 
tiful, is little known bv the public. It Is 
said that the greatsurgeon Sir Astley Cooper, 
Whose income eventually varied from fifteen 
to over twenty thousand per annum, earned 
five gzumeas the first vear, and in his tifth 
his fees only reached a hundred pounds. But 
the day came when patientg waited for hours 
in his anterooms before they could obtain an 
interview with him, and even then, perhaps, 
were compelled to go away without a consul- 
tation. And for some years one patient alone 
paid bim six hundred pounds annually for 
professional attendance upon him at his seat 
nearCroydon. 

Thoughthere are numerous instances of 
large sums being received by doctors for suc- 
cessful treatment of their patients, it is rarely 
that they reap substantial benefit, beyond 
their ordinary fees, in cases of failure; in- 
stances, however, are- known. 

A story is told of a French lady who put 
herself into the hands of a surgeon to be bled; 
the operator used his lancet so clumsily that, 
instead of. a vein, he cut an artery. This 
mishap eventually caused the death of the 
lady. With a mixture of humanity and irony, 
she made a will in which she bequeathed a life 
annuity of eight hundred livres 
to the surgeon on condition ‘*that he never 
again bled anybody as long as he lived. 

A Polish prineess, about a hundred years 
ago, who lost her hfe in similar circumstances, 
had the following clause mserted in her will: 
‘Convinced of the injury that my unfortunate 
accident will occasion to the unhappy surgeon 
who is the cause of my death, I bequeath to 
hima life-annuity of two hundred. ducats, 
secured by my eatate, and forgive his mistake 
from my heart. Lwishthis mav indemnify him 
forthe discredit which my sorrowful catas- 
trophe will bring upon him.“ 

sleeding in those days, notwithstanding its 
risks, seems to have been regarded as almost 
a Sovereign remedy for present ills, and an 
antidote ugainst prospective ones. <A good 
story is told of Lord Chesterfield, and a friend 
of his. Lord Radnor, who was fond of acting 
the serveon as far as bleéding was concerned.

Though pian of and pos- 
sessing little refinement, the hitworth doe- 
tors were great —— celebrities, especial - 
by as surgeons; but their fame extended far 
beyond their own region. In a number of 
Tait's Magazine, published forty years ago, 
William Howitt gave an account ofa visit he 
paidto the Whitworth doctor then extant, 
who related to him one or two amusing inci- 
dents connected with his father’s attendance 
upon royalty. He had been called into pre- 
seribe for the Princess Elizabeth, a daughter 
of George III.

What a Spider Eats. 

In order to test what a spider can do in the 
way of eating, says a writer on spiders, we 
arose about daybreak in the morning to sup- 
ply his tine web with 9 fly. At first, however, 
the spider did not come from its retreat, so 
We peeped among the leaves, and there discov - 
ered that an earwig had been caught, and was 
now being feasted. Thespider left the eare 
wig, rolled up the fly, and at once returned 
to his *‘firstcourse.’’ This was at 5:50 a. m. 
in september. At 7 a m. the 
earwig had been demolished, and. 
probably having enjoyed à nap, the spider 
came down for the tly, which he had finished 
at Sa. m. A little after we supplied him 
with a daddylonglegs, which he ate at neon. 
At one @’clock a blow-fly Was greedily seized, 
and then immediately, with an appetite appar- 
ently no worse for his previous indulgence, he 
commenced.on the bluw-fly. During the day 
and toward evening a great many greentlies, 
or midges, had been caught in the web; of 
these we counted 120 all dead and fast pris- 
oners in the spider’s nest. 

Soon after dark, provided with a lantern, we 
went to examine whether the spider was suf- 
fering from indigestion, or in any other way, 
from his previous meals; instead, however, 
of being thus affected, he was employed in 
rolling up together the various little green 
midges, which he took to his retreat and ate. 
This process he repeated, carrving up the 
lots in little detaenments, until the web was 
eaten; for the web and its contents were 
banded up together. A slight rest of about 
an hour was followed by the most industrious 
web-making process, and before daybreak an- 
other web was ready to be used in the same 
Way. 

Taking the relative size of the spider and of 
the creatures it ate and applying this to a 
man, it would be somewhat as follows: At 
daybreak a small alligator was eaten; at 7a, 
m., a lamb; at a. m., a voung cameleopard; 
at 10 o’clock, a sheep, and, during the night, 
12% larks. This, we believe. would bea very

The State Commissioners Making Up 
Their Annual Report. 


A Large Increase in Miles of Road Oper- 
ated in Misseuri, 


And an Encouraging Growth of Earnings for 
Most of the Lines.

Value of the Board of Railrord Com- 
missioners. 


The Railroad Commissioners have recently 
accomplished a considerable amount of valua- 
able work. They have examined every road 
in the State, kept a record of its earnings and 
expenses and given the basis tor an equitable 
taxation. They have enforced regulated 
charges for freight and passengers and made 
the railroads obedient to the authority of the 
State, as other corporations are. 

One of the provisions of 

THE MISSOURI RAILROAD LAW 
is that cach road in the State shall make an an 
nualreturn of its expenses, gross carnings, 
stock authorized, steck issucd, bonded indebt- 
edness, number of miles in operation, and 
other such intormation. These returns 
for 1879 are nearly all iu, and 
the Board 18 just now making 
up the tables for the next report. These returns 
have not all been made as promptly as they 
should be,simply vecause the original Missouri 


law strangely provided no penalty for a non- 
performance of this duty, but an amendment | 
was pussed last winter which will compel the | 
roads to be prompt in this matter inthe tuture. 
The returns are already sufliciently complete 
to show ‘that the total namber of miles 
91 round in Operation in the 
State on July 1, 1579, was 3,473, an increasc 
of 270 miles since July 1, 1878. This is atter 
deducting J miles of track taken up ou the 
Beaver Branch, I, miles not operated on the 
Salem and the Southwestern, and omitting 4 
miles of track laid down, but never operated, 
on the Cape Girardeau and Southeastern. The

Mr. Barrett 
is a gentemoen anil a scholar, and gives a 
forcible rencering of every character he unde: 
tukes. But there is, however, a 
wanting; he has no grasp of public sympathy, 
there evidently too little rapport between 
actor and audis Then again his manner 
isms become tiresoine. Perhaps every actor 
of eminence may have mannerisms more or 
jess, but those of Barrett are apparently more 
noticeabie and prominent. Oviginality, again, 
is looked for in vainin his conception of the 
tragic roles. Hie follows in the main beaten 
paths andtraditions. There is a lack of spon- 
taneity in his elocution; it is harsh and unnat- 
ural. Itis this very unnaturalness which pre 
vents the hearts of his andtences beating in 
sympathy with his own, and which will hinde: 
him from ever taking the highgst rank as a le 
gitimate actor. In sinite of ail 
this, Mr. Barrett, as an exponent 
of the highest type ot the drama, is always in 
teresting. While he does notcharm and fas- 
cinate as the actor of the truest dramatic in- 
*finct, be Is always able to hold the attention 
of his audiences, which in itself is a tribute to 
bis art. 

Another drawback to the pleasure of witness 
ing Mr. Barrett's performance the poor 
company Which supports him. Eben Piymp- 
ton is totally unfitted fortbe important, parts 
he has personated. Mr. Grismer, although an 
old and experienced actor, did not at all do jus 
tiee either to himself or his roles. Certainly his 
Gratiano was a miserable effort. Neither can 
the acting ot Mr. Frederick Bock be commend.

Aftera few spongings they 
will waft for itto be done. Then give them 
not to exceed a pailful apiece, and after feed- 
ing give one more pailful before you com- 
mence work.

lop-dressing Meadows. 

Manure applied broadcast to meadows early 
in autumn, or later if it has not been done 
sooner. increases the luxuriance of the growth 
before winter, and gives the grass an early 
and luxuriant start in thespring. Manure 
which was too coarse or fibrous early in the 
sexson has rotted enough, if piled in heaps, 
to spread well. An equaily beneticial result 
will follow top-dressing grass lands intended to 
be plowed and planted with corn next season. 
Evenly spreading over the surface is essen- 
tial.

If the wool of a sheep will pay the expense 
of care and keeping, is not the carease in- 
ereuse clear gain?

GREENFIELD, MO., Sept. 24, 1877. 

To speak of this town is to talk of acity set on 
a hill; and not one alone, but a dozen ot them. 
And yet there is scarcely a more picturesque 
spot to be found thanright here. From tue top 
of the Court house one can look off for a score 
of miles over some of the finest farming lands 
ever seen by mortal eve. 

We had intended to make 
slight description of Dade 
its county seat, but the editor 
ot the Advocate has already done 
this to perfection, we copy largely from him, 
speaking lirst of 

DADE COUNTY. 

The County of Dadeisinthe second ticr of 
counties in Missouri, counting from the west, 
and inthe third fromthe south. It is one of 
the very best counties in the wondrously beau- 
tiful, salubrious and picturesque country 
known as Southwest Missouri. The area ia 500 
Square miles, about equally divided between 
prairie and timber. Most ot the prairie and a 
vreat deal of the timber land is clear of rock, 
and rich and productive. Thousands of acres 
of the prairie cover, at but a little depth, coal 
of fine quality, and in quantity practically in 
exhaustible. 

The mere broker, rocky portions of the 
woodland, which a lew years ago were deemed 
ot but little value, exceptfor timber, are now 
becoming the most valuable in the county. 
They arefound te. be full of minerals—lead, 
zinc and iron. 

The climate is as good as any ome couldide- 
sire. There are no prevailing diseases, no 
marshes, no malaria, ne very celd wintersand 
no very warm summers. 

The winters are short and mild, to that stock 
can and does frequentiv subsist all winter on 
the wild pasturage. The summers are not 30 
warm as those of Iewa, Wisconsin, Penssyl- 
vania or bio. 

The principal crops are wheat, corn, oats, to- 
bacco, beans, flax and petatoes (sweet and 
Irish). All kinds of vegetables do well. Tame 
grasses are not extensively cultivated, wing 
grasses being abundant and nutritious. 

Stock raising is successfully as well as largely 
carried on. The country is admirably adapted 
to this paying business. 

There are many fine springs in the county, 
some of them possessing valuable medicinal 
properties. Goed wells ean be had everywhere. 
Fish and game are plentiful. 

Landis cheap. Good improved farms can 
be had at from $5to 320 per acre, and wild 
land, both timber and ‘prairie, at from $2 to $5 
per acre.
